Moran Is Promoted 


To Assistant City Manager

Deeply dedicated, impeccable, 
home-grown City Clerk David 
Moran has become the equally 
dedicated, impeccable, home- 
grown Assistant to the City Man- 
ager as the result of a reorganiza- 
tion in responsibilities in City of 
Greenbelt offices. For the time 
being, until a new city clerk is 
hired, he will hold the title “as- 
sistant to the City Manager/City 
Clerk.” (The city clerk position is 
being advertised internally and 
will be advertised outside in 
about two weeks.) 

Moran’s promotion, which 
took place in July, involves for- 
mal recognition of his expertise 
in the areas of legislation and 
citizen issues, areas in which he 
has substantial experience both in 
Greenbelt and elsewhere. He is 
former president of Boxwood 
Civic Association and former leg- 
islative aide to former Greenbelt 
Mayor and Prince -George’s 
County Councilmember Richard 
Castaldi. 


As City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin explains, “This is a 


reorganization of responsibilities 


to reflect the additional manage- 
ment responsibilities David has 
taken on in the last two years, 
developing and shepherding the 
city’s legislative program and 
working to resolve citizen issues. 
Bo Ferguson (Senior Management 
Analyst) who recently resigned, 
had assisted with the budget, was 
liaison” with the Community Re- 
lations Advisory Board, handled 
block grants and Y2K prepared- 
ness as well as the (Greenbelt) 
theater matter, and most of those 
will now be handled by David, as 
well as legislation and citizen is- 
sues. His emphasis will be on the 
management side, although he 
will act as a mentor for the new 
city clerk in handling elections, 
minutes and other traditional city 
clerk responsibilities. I’m very 
confident he can handle the new 
position and grow in his career, 
and I’m happy we now have the

Local Volunteer Firemen 
Get New Class A Pumper

Greenbelt’s 1999 Quality/ 
Spartan fire engine, entered into 
service on October 21, is per- 
forming well according to 
newly-appointed Fire Chief 
Randy Krob, a 28-year veteran 
of the Greenbelt Volunteer Fire 
Department and Rescue Squad, 
Inc.. The new truck, powered 
by a Detroit Diesel, is capable 
of carrying seven firefighters, 
various tools and equipment, 45 
feet of ladders, and over 3,500 
feet of various fire hose. 

The truck was designed and 
built to be as identical as pos- 
sible to the 1995 Quality/Spar- 
tan currently in use. Having 


the two so similar, with all 


equipment in the same positions, 
makes the equipment “easier to 
work with and operate,” noted 
Captain Brian Rudy. 

Fire department personnel had 
specialized pieces installed on 
the Class A pumper in order to 
meet the needs of Greenbelt. 
For instance, the standards re- 
quire 1,200 feet of large hose. 
The new engine has 2,000 feet 
of large hose which is needed 
for particular spots in the city 
where hydrants are more than 
1,200 feet away from buildings. 

According to Chief Krob, 
talk-around microphones were in- 
stalled so the firefighters can 


hear each other, get background

An Early Greenbelt Leader, 
Sherrod Exum East, Dies 


- Greenbelt pioneer Sherrod 
Exum East, 89, of Boyds, MD 
died on December 26 of 
Alzheimer’s disease. Born in Mis- 
sissippi, he was raised in Tennes- 
see, Arkansas, New Jersey and 
Colorado, where he attended the 
University of Denver. After helping 
a Democratic congressman get 
elected in 1932 during the 
Roosevelt landslide, East received 
a patronage appointment to the Li- 
brary of Congress. 

He married Dorothy Parson, the 
sister of a University of Denver 
professor for whom East had been 
a student assistant. He, his wife 


and daughter were one of the first’ 


100 families to move into 
Greenbelt, residing at 33-L Ridge 
Road. They had been living in the 
back basement of a tenement 
which faced the U.S. Capitol in 
Washington, with coal dust on the 
floor from the adjacent coal bin. 
The day they arrived in 
Greenbelt, November 15, 1937, 
was the last day to register to vote 


before the first interim city council . 


elections were held, according to a 
written recollection by East that 
was done in March, 1938. East ran 
for the council and was elected. 
The first council served only a 
one-year term and, in 1938, East 
ran again, receiving the greatest 
number of votes, he claimed, in 
oral histories taken by Marylu 


D’Angelo Smith and Tom 
Saunders for the University of 
Maryland in 1980 and 1985. 

East said, however, that he had 
to leave public office because of 
restrictions placed by the newly 
enacted Hatch Act. (East is not 
listed as being a member of the 
second council.) Later, when these 
restrictions were eased to permit 
nonpartisan office holding, East 
was elected by the city council to 
fill an unexpired term which 
ended in September 1941. 

East was active in the forma- 
tion of the Greenbelt Health Asso- 
ciation and the establishment of 
the Greenbelt Hospital, becoming 
Association president. The hospital 
was located in the four-unit build- 
ing at 30 Ridge Road across 
Gardenway from the dentist’s of- 
fice. East’s second daughter was 
the first baby born there. 

When the hospital lost its doc- 
tors to the war effort, a doctor and 
his wife, a nurse, who had worked | 
earlier for the town were brought 
back. She had been a nurse in 
Spain with the loyalists during the 
civil war and East later believed 
that she was a communist and the 
doctor was, to a degree, a fellow 
traveler. . 

At one time East agreed to le 
the couple use the East home, a 
large farmhouse, to raise funds for 
the loyalists. This association

Sherrod East Recounts 
The First City Election 


(The following is an excerpt 


_ from a paper Greenbelt pioneer 


and member of the first 
Greenbelt Council wrote in 
March, 1938 which he titled “A 
Greenbeltian View.” In this ex- 
cerpt, East tells about the first 
town election. Because no one 
in the new town had established 
the one-year residency require- 
ment of the state for becoming 
eligible to vote, the town charter 
provided for the first two terms 
of the council to be for one year 
each, After that, all voters and 
candidates had to meet the state 
residency requirements, and 
terms of office were for two 
years, as is now the case.) 

The first municipal election 
was held on November 23, 1937, 
as provided in the town charter. 
For five council offices there 
were 13 candidates who had cir- 
culated petitions and had quali- 
fied to have their names placed 
on the ballot. At that time there 
were 292 persons who had regis- 
tered and had met the ten-day 
residence requirement to vote. 
Election machinery was provided 
for: by the Prince George’s 
County Commissioners. For 
those who are somewhat startled 
by the fact that it was possible to 
vote and run for office on the 
sole basis of ten days’ residence, 
it may be well to review the pro- 
visions of the charter on this 
point. It provided, except for

certain exceptions, that the char- 
ter shall be operative as of June 
1, 1937. At that time there were 
no residents in the new town. . 
-By October fifteenth the first 
families had been asked to file 
applications, had been inter- 
viewed, checked and approved, 
and about this date the first “pio- 
neers” moved in. Thus we ar- 
rive a month later at November 
fifteenth, the last day to register 
for voting in the first election. 

The Greenbelt Citizens Asso- 
ciation, the first organization es- 
tablished, called a town meeting 
one week prior to election day 
for the purpose of presenting the 
candidates for town council. By 
prearrangement it was decided 
that-each candidate, after a brief 
biographical introduction by the 
president of the Citizens Associa- 
tion, should outline his platform 
speaking for three minutes. . .Af- 
ter all candidates had spoken, the 
meeting was turned over to the 
audience for a question session, 
questions to be directed to the 
chairman who decided whether 
or not the question was a fair 
one. . .In short this was a well 
organized, controlled, and di- 
rected town meeting—controlled, 
however, only by the citizens 
themselves through their candi- 
dates and their duly elected Citi- 
zen Association officers..

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Driveway Apron Policy 
Should Not Be Changed 


Whatever policy the city council adopts relating to maintaining 
driveway aprons, it should be one that treats all taxpayers equally. 
We would prefer that property owners continue to be, responsible 
for this maintenance since the apron, unlike the sidewalk, only 
benefits the property owner. The city council. has directed staff 
to develop a policy for city maintenance of some driveway aprons 
in residential areas. | | 

Driveway aprons are the sections of a driveway entrance be- 
tween the street curb or pavement and the public sidewalk or 
street right-of-way line. The argument for the city maintaining 
driveway aprons is: that they are within the public street right-of- 
way and therefore a public responsibility. The argument for the 


needs of the general public but rather those of the property owner. 
Some cities and counties maintain driveway aprons while others do 
not. | | 

Many people are not aware that property owners retain an own- 
ership interest in the street right-of-way beside their property. If 
ever a street is abandoned, the right-of-way reverts to the adjacent 
owners — an unlikely event, but one that does sometimes happen. 

Historically, property owners were responsible for building and 
maintaining the adjacent street. They were expected to fill in the 
potholes and wagon ruts. They were expected to clean or sweep 
the street and sidewalk. It is still common for property owners 
to be responsible for removing snow and ice from public side- 
walks. (That is the requirement in Greenbelt, although rarely en- 
forced.) 

In some places, property owners are assessed special fees to 
pay for the cost of street repairs. In Greenbelt, and most other 
places, property owners who wish to undertake development are 
required to build the streets adjacent to their property. The value 
of the property is based, in part, on the value of the improvements 
to the public right-of-way. Since the early sixties, the city has 
specifically exempted driveway maintenance when it has accepted 
new streets. 

Times change and public agencies now assume many responsi- 
bilities which once were responsibilities of private citizens. Some 
now call for the city to change its policy on maintaining driveway 
aprons. If the policy is changed, we urge that all property own- 
ers be treated in the same manner, whether private individuals 
owning free-standing homes, cooperatives or condominiums, or 
large corporations owning shopping centers or office parks. And 
before doing so, council should consider the added financial bur- 
den placed upon the city by such a policy change. Our view is 
that fairness to all and fiscal prudence lies on the side of leaving 
“the responsibility for driveway maintenance with the property 
owner.

The, $350,000 engine, was. made 
possible by tax dollars of the 
citizens of Greenbelt through 
the Apparatus,:-Replacement 
Fund created by the city coun- 
cil. One cent.of every tax dol- 
lar goes to the fund and every 
ten years the fire department 
tries to replace equipment. 

The department has approxi- 
mately 100 volunteer members, 
including four junior members 
(ranging in age from 16 to 18), 
and two junior associates (age 
range 13 to 16). Numerous 
classes are given and 50 hours 
of yearly training is required of 
all volunteers. Classes are pro- 
vided free of charge to the vol- 
unteers—"time is your only 
cost,” says Chief Krob — and 
given in subject areas such as 
driver training, CPR, infectious 
disease, and hazardous opera- 
tions. 

Volunteers must be tested 
and certified before being al- 
lowed to respond to the public. 
They must meet all state and 
county, as well as Greenbelt, 
standards before being certified. 
Chief Krob stated that “Once 


_you join, you’re.part of a fam- 
ily that will bend over back- 


wards for you.” During Y2K, 
members were told that the 
firehouse was their “safe zone.” 
Captain Rudy stated that citi- 
zens should not hesitate to call 
911 if they have concerns about 
a fire-related problem, no mat- 
ter how small. ‘“We’re here to 
help. It’s:never a bother; that’s 
what we’re here for.” 

In a public release, fire offi- 
cials said “We would like to 
take this opportunity to thank 
not only the mayor and city 
council for their support and 
the Apparatus Replacement 
Fund but the citizens as well 
for helping us protect and serve 
them better. Thanks 
Greenbelt!”

On Friday, January 14, Ex- 
plorations Unlimited presents 
“Deregulation of the Electric 
Industry in Maryland,” also 
Known as “customer choices.” 
The presenter will be Therese 
Yewell who is senior govern- 
ment relations representative for 
the Potomac Electric Power 
Company (PEPCO). Therese is 
responsible for tracking legisla- 
tion in Prince George’s and 
Charles Counties, advising the 
company of the impact of rel- 
evant bills and representing the 
company’s interests in both 
counties. Additionally, she pre- 
pares position papers, speeches, 
new articles and other written 
communications promoting the 
company’s position on utility 
issues, such as customer choice 
and divestiture. Yewell also as- 
sists customers with questions 
and concerns about their elec- 
tricity service or other PEPCO- 
related issues. 

Maryland lawmakers have 
passed landmark legislation to 
give consumers the freedom to 
choose their power supplier. 
Under the new law, starting 
July 2000, the power generation 
portion of PEPCO’s business 
become competitive and Mary- 
land consumers will be able to 
choose from among a number 
of electricity suppliers.

caused him security difficulties 
during the McCarthy era, al- 
though he continued to main- 
tain a top security clearance 
during the war. (Wisconsin 
Senator Joseph McCarthy, who 
caused a political sensation in 
the early 1950s by claiming 
that communists had infiltrated 
throughout the government, un- 
dertook a purge of 
“commiesymps” that was re- 
garded as a witch hunt.) 

After four years after mov- 
ing to Greenbelt the East fam- 
ily had to find other housing 
because his annual income ex- 
ceeded the maximum permitted 
for living in Greenbelt. The 
family stayed in the town lim- 
its for another ten years, how- 
ever, renting from the federal 
government the old Washburn 
farm house. While large, the 
old place was poorly insulated 
and had most of its fireplaces 
removed. 

When the _ family left 
Greenbelt, the “Big House” was 
taken over by the then City 
Manager, Charles T. McDonald, 
and his family. One of several 
old farm houses left standing 
when Greenbelt was built, it 
was torn down later to make 
way for the Beltway Plaza 
Shopping Center. (The only old 
farmhouse still remaining in 
Greenbelt is now the exten- 
sively-altered American Legion 
Post #136 home.) 

East was also active in the 
Greenbelt Citizens Association 
and the town’s cooperative, 
Greenbelt Consumers Services, 


where he once served as vice-. 


president. Along with his wife, 
he was a member of the 
Greenbelt Players, which did 
performances in the movie the- 
ater on weekday nights when 
movies were not shown. East 
went to New York City on be- 
half of the cooperative to pur- 
chase the curtain for the the- 
ater. As a council member, he 
was involved in bringing com- 
muter bus service to the town.

Election Day 

Let us return to election day, 
November 23. Several of the 
hopeful candidates were to be 
seen haunting the vicinity of the 
voting place while others pro- 
ceeded to their offices in Wash- 
ington and made appearance 
only to cast their ballots. Only 
thirteen of all the persons regis- 
tered failed to cast their ballots, 
and of these one, to our knowl- 
edge, was confined in a hospital 
in Washington. 

A celebration had been ar- 
ranged for election night in 
honor of the successful candi- 
dates. A supply of towels and a 
secluded room were promised 
for those unsuccessfuls who 
might feel the need of them. 
Which pleasantry leads to the 
observation that this must have 
been one of the best cénducted 
elections ever to be held. We 
were twitted somewhat by the 
newspapers for our mild cam- 
paign. .. 

Officials of the Farm Security 
Administration, the County of 
Prince George’s, and the State of 
Maryland were on hand to make 
speeches in honor of the newly 
elected town fathers, and inci- 
dentally, it was for some of them 
an opportunity to get themselves 
before a substantial block of pro- 
spective voters. Much was said 
in a humorous vein concerning 
“finished” politicians as repre- 


“sented by the state and county 


officials, and “embryo” politi- 
cians in the persons of the newly 
elected councilmen. . . 
Election of Mayor 

As tg the_mayor, the, charter 
promides that. at the first regular 
meeting of the duly elected 
council the members shall 
choose one of their number to 


-be mayor and another to act as 


mayor pro tem. Some citizens 
previous to 
the election, that there was likely 


to be an immediate division of 
‘the council over the election of 
the mayor. 


To reduce the possi- 
bility of such a schism a resolu- 
tion was passed by the Citizens 
Association to the effect that it 
was the opinion of the associa- 
tion that ‘the candidate receiving 
the .greatest number of .votes 


| should be chosen by the council | 
_ as mayor | and that the candidaté:: ¢ « 
_teceiving the second highest — 


number “of ‘votes should ‘be 
mayor pro tem. This resolution 
was discussed and duly passed 
and would have, in effect, bound 
the councilmen ‘to vote for 
mayor accordingly. At a subse- 
quent meeting, however, this 
resolution was reconsidered and 
withdrawn principally_on the 
ground that it all violated the 
spirit of the charter. The conten- 


tions of those who sponsored the. 


resolution in the first place were 


upheld when it required two 


record votes of the council to 
elect the mayor from among 
three candidates. The compro- 
mise candidate who was chosen 
mayor ran third in popular votes 
and the mayor pro tem ran fifth 
in popular votes. . . 
The First Council 

The mayor, Louis Bessemer, 
aged 37, is a clerk in the Public 
Health Service. He has been a 
news writer and reporter in dif- 
ferent parts of the country as 
well as a promoter of various 
activities. He is something of a 
dreamer and an idealist, and is at 
times somewhat too conciliatory. 

H. H. Maurer, the mayor pro 
tem, is a strong, rugged type of 
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man. He is a senior mechanic 
for American Airlines. During 
the World War he was for a time 
an aviation instructor. Temperate 
and responsible, he is a worthy 
member of the council. 

Robert Jacobsen, about 32 
years of age, is a business man 
with considerable experience as 
a store manager. He is at 
present Assistant. Manager of 
Greenbelt Consumers Service In- 
corporated. He was just recently 
married, having been elected 
while a bachelor, and is a ca- 


. pable and pleasant member of 


the council. He is highly re- 
garded by Greenbelt citizens—as 
evidenced by the fact that he re- 
ceived the highest number of 
votes.

A Street Sweeper 


The cities of Greenbelt, Col- 
lege Park, New Carrollton and 
Berwyn Heights have joined 
forces to purchase a new street 
sweeper.. These municipalities 
have met collectively on issues 
over the past several years. 
The purchase of the street 
sweeper offered an opportunity 
for a joint venture. 

The cost. of the street 
sweeper was divided into four 
equal shares and will be used 
on a time-shared basis. A 
yearly schedule will be devised 
which will allow for use of the 
vehicle équally throughout the 
year and for additional use by 
any one city if the need arises. 
The cities will also proportion- 
ately share in the maintenance 
and repair of the vehicle de- 
pending on each city’s share of 
mileage on the vehicle.
